in the city jail 
after 
Brock had been severely whipped to 
force him 
to tell where Horn 
had 
gone, hut he refused. 
At 9 p. rn. a 
mob gathered and quietly took the 
two negroes from the jail and hanged 
them to a bridge in the glare of the 
electric 
light. 
Brock 
fought 
and 
cursed the molt but 
George begged 
for his life.
